Palm Springs has gained $4,380,­ 
280 in taxable property during the 
last year. 
Iliat’s the word from the office 
e.r ( ounty Assessor Enck L. Waite, 
who announced Monday that Palm 
Springs has secured an unsecured 
property assessed at $71,271,270, 
on the tax rolls, subject to equali­ 
ze'ion. 
The valuation of public utilities, 
which are set by the state should 
adó another $4,785,000, according 
to assistant county auditor George 
W verhouse. 
The figures were received by 
City Manager Den Wagner as "a 
^appointment." 
"1 used a total of $75 million 
In calculations for the preliminary 
budget." Wagner said. ‘ But the 
ntv‘s valuations have been in­ 
creasing at an average of about 
nine per cent each year and I 
was hoping for a total of at least 
$ r million. 
“Thia doesn't look good.” Wag­ 
ner continued. "It looks like the 
city tax rate will be two dollars

Wagner pointed out, however, 
that in budget sessions conducted 
up to this point, the councilmen 
have added items to the budget 
rather than reducing the total.

HEMINGWAY RITES 
TO REMAIN SIMPLE 
KETCHUM. Idaho (UPI)-Sim- 
ple Catholic graveside services 
will ba held, possibly Wednesday, 
for famed author Ernest Heming­ 
way. who shot himself to death 
with a double charge of a 12 
gauge shotgun. 
Coroner Ray McGoldrick said 
there would be no inquest into the 
death of the man whose literary 
works won him the Pulitzer and 
Nobel prizes. McGoldrick said 
“people ca»* make up their own 
minds" whether Hemingway shot 
himself accidentally or committed 
suicide. 
The body of Hemingway, 61. 
was found early Sunday in the 
foyer of their two-storv home by 
the author s fourth wife. Mary. 
Hemingway, an ardent hunter and 
fisherman, kept his guns in the 
foyer. 
Blaine County Sheriff Frank L 
Hewitt said the author was killed 
by a double charge of shotgun 
pellets which struck him “from 
the mouth upward." 
Won’t Hold Inquest 
County officials met with Mrs. 
Hemingway and the author's son. 
Jack. Monday and made the deci­ 
sion not to hold an inquest. The 
death certificate will read “self­ 
inflicted gunshot wound in the 
head ." 
McGoldrick was ssked whether 
the verdict meant that Heming­ 
way committed suicide or that he 
died accidentally. 
“I wasn't there so I don’t 
know." 
the 
coroner 
replied. 
“Maybe the truth will never be 
known." 


McGoldrick. who also is propri­ 
etor of a funeral home, said fu­ 
neral arrangements had been 
made, except for the date. He 
said Hemingway will be buried at 
morning services either Wednes­ 
day. Thursday or Friday. 
Father Robert J. Waldemann. 
pastor of St. Charles Church in 
Hailey. Idaho, and of Our Ladv 
of the Snows in Ketchum, will 
conduct the services. 
"I would call it t Catholic serv­ 
ice.” McGoldrick said, "because 
Father Waldemann will give Cath­ 
olic# prayers.

Waldemann said there would be 
no formal Catholic services. He 
said there would be no Mass and 
probably no rosary-, but added 
that the matter of accident or 
suicide had no bearing on the fu­ 
neral.

Kennedy Sends Thanks 
the message. Kennedy replied 
"It is a source of satisfaction 
to me that on our 185th anniver­ 
sary. the United States is still 
committed to those revolutionary 
principles of individual liberty and 
national freedom for all people 
which motivated our first great 
leaders. A special responsibility at 
this time rests upon the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 


MACARTHUR GIVES 
MANILA ADDRESS 
MANILA (UPI) — General of 
the Army Douglas MacArthur. 81. 
in an emotional speech at Inde 
pendence Day reremonies, said 
today * the deepening shadows of 
life cast doubt upon my ability to 
pledge again.

As he did. the container came 
open and a small plastic capsule 
came out. Pierce noticed the ra­ 
dioactive markings on the contain­ 
er and also noted a "NecuJar 75" 
marking on the capsule, which 
measured about 2*A inches by 4 
inches. 
He lost no time In summoning 
police to the scene 
Captain 0. O. Johnson of the 
Palm Springs Police Department 
emphasized it was not dangerous. 
He said someone "would have to 
swallow" the device for it to do 
any harm.

HOLLYWOOD UPI - I've often 
wondered whatever happened to 
the type of motion pictures made 
popular by Spencer Tracy a n d 
Katherine Hepburn, w h e r e the 
w'omen were strong individuals 
with a will of their own. 
They seem to have all but dis­ 
appeared. 
I was fortunate to be cast in just 
such a role in Universal-Interna- 
tion's "The Last Sunset.” In the 
film. I play the mother of an il­ 
legitimate daughter determ ined to 
bring her up with integrity and 
respectability. 
TTie role afforded me w-onderfu! 
opportunities as an actress not to 
be found too often these days. 
Now all a feminine star is gen­ 
erally required to do is function 
as kind of a "reactor” to what 


the men are doing. They rarely 
if ever have initiative or strength 
of their own as people. What this 
trend indicates I can't profess to 
know but I wish it would stop. 
I believe in feminity and adore 
pretty clothes but I'm also the 
kind of girt who blossoms in the 
dust. I couldn't stand a steady 
die. of "clothes horse” roles on 
the screen. There are several fine 
actresses who have made a ca 
reer of this type of role and I 
admire their work. 
But given the choice. I’d rather 
play a good strong character in 
a solid dram a wearing just o n e 
beat • up dress than a w e l l 
groomed decoration in a role with 
no dimension. 
Aside from bewailing the disap­ 
pearance of the good meaty roles 
that twice w ere the vogue I have 
one m ajor frustration. I've al 
wavs wanted to do a film comedy 
but no one has yet given me the 
chance. This became especially 
true after winning an Oscar for 
" W r i t t e n On The Wind.” The 
award m arked me indelibly as a 
dram atic actreas.

Girl, 15, Charged in 


Death of Young Boy 


BUFFALO. N Y. (U P I)-A high- 
strung 15-year old girl went to a 
hospital for mental observation to­ 
day on suspicion of drowning 
3-year old Andy Ashley and ab­ 
ducting two other children in a 
rampage that has terrorized fam­ 
ilies here since April 
Police said the girl. Chyrel 
Jolls. was identified by Richard 
Eddington. 5 and Susan Benedict 
5, as the person who kidnaped 
them, tied them up and left them 
to die by railroad tracks 
A diary which revealed in de­ 
tail the kidnapings and the slay­ 
ing of Andy June 23 was found 
in the home of the girl who has 
been in mental institutions twice 
for examinations. Clothing resem­ 
bling that described by witnesses 
of the abductions also was found 
in the home and the girl wore 
these when she was identified by 
the children. 
The slender blonde teen-ager 
lives in the sam e neighborhood as 
the three victims, police said 
The girl was taken to Meyer 
Memorial Hospital early today 
after nearly 10 hours of continu­ 
ous questioning by police and psy­ 
chiatrists. although she admitted 
nothing except that she "hated” 


police. Detectives said she would 
undergo about 10 days of mental 
tests and then probably would be 
committed to Matawan State Hos­ 
pital. No charges were filed. 
Police said the girl’s family had 
a record of mental illness. 
The girl called police Monday 
and offered to surrender after 
hearing a psychiatrist, Dr. Sam­ 
uel Yochelson. discuss the kidnap­ 
ings on a radio program. She in­ 
sisted she be allowed to talk to 
Yochelson who participated in the 
questioning. 
The girl had been questioned 
before in the slaying of Andy 
when FBI agents caught her tele­ 
phoning 
Mrs. 
Donna 
Ashley. 
Andy's mother, to say she had 
seen the boy and he was all right. 
She made the 
call on June 25, 
two days after the boy was ab­ 
ducted and only hour» before his 
bound and gagged body was found 
in a lake at Delaware Park where 
he had been thrown in alive. 
She was released after question­ 
ing then however because of an 
apparent 
discrepancy 
between 
witness descriptions of the abduc­ 
tor as being about 30-35 years old 
and the girl's youth.

Deeper Reasons

As part of a campaign to in­ 
crease their stature in the Ameri­ 
can political community the now- 
celebrated Black Muslims have re­ 
cently been sending their leading 
spokesmen onto college campuses 
acros the land to explain their 
point of view and “ clear up mis­ 
understandings.” 
The Muslims are an extremist 
Negro organization who support 
•'complete separation of the rac­ 
es” in this country. Maintaining 
that integration will never work, 
they insist that the only practica! 
solution to American race prob­ 
lems is for the federal government 
to give “ some states” to Ameri 
ran Negroes to live in and ad­ 
minister themselves. 
There is a direct clash between 
these Racist desires and the pro­ 
grams of Martin Luther King's 
Southern Christian Leadership Con 
ference. the Congress of Racial 
Equality and the National Associa 
tion for the Advancement of Color­ 
ed People 
Groups such as these last three 
want to assimilate the Negro pop­ 
ulation more closely into Ameri­ 
can life. They push for integra­ 
tion. The Muslims want the very 
opposite. 
Last month the chief 
Muslim 
leader. Elijah Mohammed, sent his 
top deputy, Malcolm X, originally 
of Georgia, but now a resident 
of Harlem, to Harvard, Yale, the 
University of California, and other 
campuses to make speeches about 
what the Muslims believe in and 
urge upon the country. 
When he got to California he 
found that his speech at the state 
university had been banned, be­ 
cause. the university held, he was 
a religious leader and religions 
cannot be propagated on public 
school domain. 
This sounded strange to some 
because just a few weeks earlier 
the Slate Supreme Court had ruled 
that the Black Muslims were not 
a religion and thus could not dis­ 
tribute their literature in the state 
prisons. This ruling followed a riot 
in Folsom Prison, said to have 
been inspired by Muslim activi­ 
ties. 
Malcolm X ended up speaking 
©ff - campus at Berkey — before 
a packed house in the local YMCA. 
Say Religion 
The Muslims hold they are a 
religion, that their members have 
abandoned Christianity and con­ 
verted to Mohammedanism. “ Mus­ 
lim” is only another way to spell 
the word “ Moslem.” 
Whether their racist doctrines 
fit in very well with Mohamme- 
danii.m. which is known as a high- 


United States of what is called 
in the Moslem world, a “ millet” 
system. Under this system in the 
Moslem countries 
for centuries, 
various Christian and Jewish min­ 
orities were granted autonomous 
status. They administered them­ 
selves. under their own systems of 
law, and usually even lived in their 
own areas. 
Practically speaking, these min­ 
orities formed states within states. 
By the turn of this century in the 
Turkish sections of the Ottoman 
Empire, for instance, there were 
14 millets. It became impossible 
to coordinate the governmental ac­ 
tivities of the countries in ques­ 
tion. Such a diffuse administra­ 
tive arrangement led to a chaotic 
situation, which 
was only ended 
when Mustapha Kemal Ataturk. the 
great Turkish leader, simply scrap­ 
ped the whole idea as part of his 
reforms. It had lasted in Turkey 
for more than 600 years. 
The institution of a similar sys­ 
tem here is what is. in fact, pro­ 
posed by the Muslims. They heap 
scorn on the attempts of King. 
Cole, and the NAACP to inte­ 
grate the Negroes with American 
whites. They don't want members 
of their race to become more like 
other Americans; they want them 
to “ reassert themselves as black 
men and show some racial pride,” 
according to Malcolm X. 
Waiting in Wings 
They are certain that King and 
the other integrationists will fail, 
and when they do. they, the Mus­ 
lims. who already claim almost 
100.000 adherents, though it is be­ 
lieved this is much exaggerated, 
will be waiting in the wings to 
take over leadership of American 
Negroes. 
Demands would then be made 
that the government give some 
states to the Negroes to live in 
and govern. “ Separation will con­ 
tinue, ” Malcolm X says, “ but in­ 
stead of the whites being on top 
and us on the bottom, we'll be 
separate, side by side.” 
The Muslim leadership is intel­ 
ligent enough to realize that what 
they want seems fantastic to most 
Americans and 
that in 
normal 
times their demands would simply 
be brushed, not to say laughed 
off. 
But. as many observers have 
pointed out from the beginning, 
violence is implicit in the move­ 
ment. The occasion presenting it­ 
self. there is little doubt the move­ 
ment’s leaders would use it to 
try to get what they want. 
This, think many racial experts, 
is what makes the Black Muslims 
potentially very dangerous. That 
the whole movement is of some 
significance can no longer be doubt 
ed.
